The  selec- 
tions were  made  by  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  basketball  coaches.  No 
coach  was  permitted  to  vote  for  a 
man  from  his  own  squad. 

Picked  for  the  second  team  were 
Bill  Collinsworth  and  Dick  Brown 
at  the  guard  positions.  Collins- 
worth  is  a  senior  and  hails  from 
Bryceland,  while  Brown  is  a 
sophomore  from  Converse.

Basketball  letters  were  awarded 
to  nine  members  of  the  squad  and 
to  the  manager-trainer  by  the 
Athletic  Council  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  season. 

Five  seniors  were  among  those 
to  receive  monograms.  They  were 
Bill  Collinsworth  of  Bryceland, 
Waple  Lilley  of  Bossier  City,  Tra- 
vis Randies  of  Ft.  Worth,  Texas, 
James  Thomas  of  Coushatta,  and 
Murrell  Walker  of  Dry  Prong. 

Others  to  receive  monograms 
were  George  McConathy,  junior  of 
Bryceland,  sophomores  Dick 
Brown  of  Converse,  and  Lavelle 
Langston  of  Pollock,  and  freshman 
Ronnie  Lebo  of  Winnamac.  Indi- 
ana. Eugene  Christmas  of  West- 
lake,  trainer-manager  of  the  squad, 
was  also  awarded  a  basketball 
letter. 

Missing  from  the  Demon  line- 
up in  basketball  next  season  will 
be  the  five  seniors  listed  above. 
All  five  have  played  lots  of  basket- 
ball this  year,  and  three  of  the  five 
have  been  starters  in  most  of  the 
games.  Dependable  replacements 
for  these  players  next  season  are 
a  "must"  if  the  Demons  expect  to 
rank  anywhere  near  the  top  of  the 
conference  teams. 


Baseball  Team 
Starts  Season 

Getting  ready  for  a  twentv-game 
schedule  this  spring  has  kept  Coach 
Alvin  "Cracker"'  Brown  and  his 
baseball  hopefuls  working  out 
daily  for  the  past  two  or  three 
weeks. 

Building  a  team  around  return- 
ing lettermen  has  been  the  prin- 
cipal worry  of  Brown  during  the 
early  days  of  practice.  Thirty  to 
forty  candidates  for  the  team, 
other  than  returning  lettermen, 
have  reported  for  early  workouts. 
Out  of  this  group,  and  there  are 
some  excellent  prospects  among 
them,  replacements  for  vacancies 
on  the  1955  team  will  be  selected. 

Among  the  returning  lettermen 
from  last  season  are  pitchers  Jerry 
Lavespere  of  Alexandria.  Charles 
Wood  of  Natchitoches,  and  Gor- 
don Zabasky  of  Lena.  They  will 
be  supplemented  by  Miguel  Pa- 
checo  of  Puerto  Rico,  1953  letter- 
man,  and  Bobby  Ray  McHalffey 
of  Bossier  City,  who  lettered  in 
1951,  prior  to  entering  service. 

On  the  receiving  end  for  these 
starting  pitchers  will  be  catchers 
Robert  Briley  of  Natchitoches,  and 
William  B.  Calvert  of  Shreveport. 

Lettermen  in  the  infield  are 
James  Enloe  of  Alexandria,  1st 
base,  Dick  Brown  of  Converse, 
2nd  base,  and  Dossie  Bruce  of 
Natchitoches,  at  shortstop.  Re- 
turning to  the  outfield  are  Larry 
Whitt,  St.  Petersburg,  Florida.  Bob 
Weaver,  Hodge,  and  Jon  Clemons, 
Natchitoches.  Weaver  also  doubles 
at  1st  base  when  necessary.  As  a 
utility  player.  Coach  Brown  will 
have  returning  letterman  Leon 
!  Snyder  of  Sibley. 

The  schedule  for  the  season  in- 
cludes twelve  conference  games, 
played  on  a  home-and-home  basis, 
four  games  with  Centenary,  and 
four  games  with  Barksdale  Air 
Base.  Games  with  other  teams  are 
pending  but  not  scheduled  yet. 

In  an  early  season  warm-up 
game  with  Barksdale.  the  Demons 
came  out  on  top  of  a  high-scoring, 
free-hitting  affair  by  a  score  of 
14-12.  Each  team  got  a  grand- 
slam  homerun  during  the  game. 

The  first  G.  S.  C.  game  is  with 
Southeastern  at  Hammond  on 
April  2.  The  next  conference 
games  are  April  15  and  16,  when 
the  McNeese  Cowboys  and  South- 
western Bulldogs  will  be  enter- 
tained on  the  Demon  diamond  at 
Natchitoches.

Northwestern  lost  their  oppor- 
inity    to    win    the    championship 


when  they  dropped  their  last  game 
to  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute 
on  Feb.  22.  The  Demons  stormed 
back  on  Feb.  26.  however,  and 
trounced  Northeast  by  a  score  of 
92-69  to  retain  a  half-interest  in 
the  conference  crown. 

In  1951.  the  Demons  shared  the 
crown  with  Southeastern  Louisiana 
College  by  holding  a  11-1  confer- 
ence record. 

In  the  NAIA  play-off  to  de- 
termine the  representative  of  Dis- 
trict 18  for  the  NAIA  Tourna- 
ment in  Kansas  City,  the  Demons, 
who  were  unable  to  capitalize  on 
their  charity  tosses,  lost  out  to 
Louisiana  Polytechnic  in  two  of 
three  "nip  and  tuck"  contests.  In- 
cidental! v.  Tech  won  its  first  game 
of  the  tournament  before  bowing 
out  when  they  were  overwhelmed 
by  Steubenville.  Ohio,  in  the  sec- 
ond round.    Out  of  three  trips  to 


the  NAIA,  this  is  the  first  tourna- 
ment game  won  by  Tech. 

NSC   BREAKS   FOUR  TEAM 
RECORDS   IN   GSC 

A  glance  at  the  statistics  for  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  will  show 
that  six  team  records  were  broken 
during  the  past  season.  Of  these 
six  records.  Northwestern  broke 
four  of  them  and  Louisiana  Col- 
lege the  other  two. 

Northwestern  broke  its  own  rec- 
ord of  77.3  points  a  game  when 
the  new  record  of  87.4  points  per 
game  (conference)  was  established 
this  year.  Trailing  the  Demons, 
but  breaking  the  old  record,  were 
Louisiana  Polytechnic  and  North- 
east with  80.1  and  78.3  points  a 
game,  respectively. 

N.  S.  C.  scored  386  field  goals, 
breaking  its  own  record  of  342 
field  goals  made  last  year. 

In  total  points  scored   in   a   12- 


game  conference  schedule,  the 
Demons  made  1,049  to  break  the 
record  of  927  points  scored  lasl 
year — they    held    the    record    lasl 

year  also. 

- 

Another  record  broken  by  the 
Demons  was  that  of  having  the 
greatest  number  of  personal  fouls 
called  on  them  —  a  dubious  dis 
tinction.  N.  S.  C.  had  294  per- 
sonal fouls  compared  to  275  last 
year   (also  a  record). 

Louisiana  College  attempted  44£ 
free  throws  and  made  293  of  them 
breaking  the  record  set  by  Cen 
tenary  in  1951.  when  they  attempt 
ed  402  free  throws  and  made  25£ 
of  them. 

Counting  all  games  for  the  reg 
ular  season,  the  Demons  had  i 
record  of  26  games  won  and  "i 
lost,  which  was  the  best  overal 
record  of  all  teams  in  the  con 
ference.

These  present  building  plans  are 
being  financed  out  of  the  legisla- 
tive grant  made  the  College  last 
vear  for  capital  outlay. 

FUTURE   BUILDING   PLANS 

Funds  that  are  received  from 
the  State  Board  of  Education's  re- 
quest to  the  Legislature,  under  the 
allocation  mentioned  above,  will 
be  used  in  accordance  with  and 
in  the  order  of  the  greatest  needs 
of  the  College. 

According  to  President  Kyser, 
the  first  order  of  preference  will 
be  given  a  Biological  Science 
Building.  Approximately  $600,000 
to  $750,000  will  be  needed  to  con- 
struct a  building  to  house  the 
Biologv  Department  properly. 

Not  listed  in  order  of  prefer- 
ence were  the  following:  Adminis- 
trative Building,  additional  hous- 
ing for  both  men  and  women,  and 
renovation  of  the  Dining  Hall 
cafeteria.
